ment, and the chief hope is in 
preventing its happening. This 
indeed is the moſt deſirable part 


of medicine, and in the preſent 


inſtance it ſeems capable of being 
4 accompliſhed. I fincerely with 
vou ſucceſs 1 in (his purſuit.

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An account of the diſtemper | 
among the Horned —— at 
Caulk in 1 78 3 


1 Vguwhich we are going to treat is nearly, 
- if not quite ſtopped.; yet as accounts may be 
given of it, which have a tendency to miſlead; _ 
4t ſeems neeeſſary to deſcribe the appearances 


upon diſſection, the progreſs of the diſeaſe, _ 


and the events of different methods of treat- 
ment that we may be leſs alarmed in future, 


and be provided with means, to prevent the 


fatal effects of a malady, which at different 
times has viſited one PAT: or other of this 
Kingdom. 5 


About the middle of an 1783 Sir 
Henr y Harpur Baronet loſt three of his milk- 
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ing cows, in three ſucceſſive days, the firſt 
dying ſuddenly, and the others day by day, in 
a few hours after it was diſcovered they were 
ill. A fourth and fifth dying in the ſame 
manner in another paſture ſoon afterwards, 
| I received a Card from Sir Henry, deſiring 
me to examine the carcaſe, to diſcover if. 
poſſible the nature and ſeat of this diſeaſe, 1 in 
hope of finding out a proper remedy, —- 

Upon ſeeing the body opened, I found the 
membranes ( or inward coat ) which lines 
the windpipe, amazingly inflamed and thick- 
ened ; and this inflammation was extended to 
the lungs in a violent degree. All the mem 
| branes and ſpaces in and about the lungs, 
were loaded abundantly with a yellow lymph, 
the inſide of the cheſt was in a ſimilar fitua- 
tion, and the liver eſpecially about the gall 
bladder, ſhewed figns of being affected. Nor 
can there be any impropriety in calling this 
malady, a gangrenous inflammation of the 
lungs, uſing the word Gangrene in its origi- 
nal n which 2 the height of in⸗ 
flammation 
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flammation, where the parts &c. are not ac- 
tually corrupted, but corrupting. ; 

At this time, there was not the leaſt ſuſpi- 
cion of theſe appearances being occaſioned 


by infection, nor did the blood diſcover any 
ſigns of putridity, being rich and thick. The 
venal blood was ſizy, and what is called in- 
flamed. The blood in the arteries was red 
and very compact, which muſt of courſe hap- 


pen in the ſtate theſe beaſts were in, for _ 
were fat, ſtrong, and vigorous; or in the ſi- 


tuation phyſicians call a tenſe fibre The 
weather was exceſſive hot, and I concluded 
that the miſchief deſcribed, aroſe from a junc- 
tion of the above cauſes, and to prevent the 
conſequence, ( Gangrene ) I adviſed bleed- 


ing, purging, nitre, diluting liquors, and 
ſcreening the beaſts from the heat of the ſun: 
for when gangrene is the conſequence of ex- 


treme inflammation, as often happens, the 


method which leſſens it is dictated by com- 
mon ſenſe ; and bleeding and purging ſtand 
foremoſt, amon g the remedies recommended 
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by the ableſt phyficians for this purpole.: 
Neither did experience forbid this practice, 
in thè inflammatory ſtate of this diſeaſe, for 
hen three cows out of the dairy, and two in 
another paſture had died unaſſiſted, the re- 
maining thirty one in the daity were bled 
and purged, and the whole of that herd have 


ever ſince remained well, except one, which 


at three weeks end was ſeized with a ſwelling 


in her jaw and died. So fully perſuaded were 


thoſe who had the management of the cattle, 
of the utility of this practice, that they ima- 
gined it would intirely ſtop the progrels of the 
.diſeaſe ; A they had reaſon to believe that 
it: was prevented by this method, and it at 


leaſt ſeems certain that, theſe evacuations 


were no way injurious. Beſides, it is well 
known, that unloading the gall bladder and 
its ducts, is ſerviceable where the bile is 
tainted, becauſe nothing more powerfully 
aggravates febrile diſorders; and the glaubers 


ſalt which was the purge given, had moſt 
probably 2 * efect, by octaſioning an e- 
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vacuation of morbid: bile: Indeed, theſe 
ſeemed to be the only poſſible means of giving 
relief, except altering the ſeat of the diſeaſe, 
for-if inflammation and gangrene of the 


jungs were not prevented, a recovery was, 
ee 


An Wp event rh happened, : 
which altered the ſeat of the malady, and 
though it cured ſeveral; it ended in the death 
of others; for the wound made by the fleam 
in bleeding, inflamed, ſwelled, and in ſqume 
turned to a gangrene. Upon this, an ounce 
of bark and three drachms of ſpirit of ſea ſalt, 
in a decoction of herbs which reſiſt putrefac- 
tion, was ordered every three hours; and ten 
doſes I am informed were given to one cow. 
but without any appparent effect, except that 
ſhe became, what cow leeches call maw 
bound, and made it neceſſary to give: an ape- 
rient. I ſaw her. The briſket and neck were 
v elled to an enormeus ſize, and a gangren- 
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dus. Emphyſema * extended itſelf down the 
Hdes, and almoſt over the whole body. Up- 
on inciſions being made, the fat membrane 
that lies immediately under the ſkin, - was 
found to be loaded with a yellow gangrenous 


lymph; and it was diſcovered by making in- 
ciſions to apply dreſſings, that all thoſe which 
died from theſe ſwellings, were affe cted in 
the ſame manner. Others however were 


under more favorable circumſtances; for 


though the parts about the. wound ſwelled 
violently, and threatened a gangrene, yet by 
fomenting and applying poultices, the diſor- 


der became local, a gathering came on, and 
they recovered: and what ſhould be obſerved, 
the ſwelling of the neck after bleeding dis 


verted the diſeaſe: from falling on the lungs 
to the outſide of the body,and. thus by reliev- 
ing the vital parts, gave time for. ſomething 
to be done; for ſeveral. days. now paſled,

before the diſeaſe ended fatally i in thoſe this 


died. The account I have received from 


thoſe immediately concerned 1 in the buſineſs 
is as follows.

« purged, and theſe all remamined very well 
« for three weeks after, at which time one 
of them was ſeized with a ſwelling of the 
jaw and died, but no ſympton of diſeaſe has 


linde appeared } in any of the others. 
T Auguſt 21ſt. Four cows and eight heifers

that came upon the wound.

One died hs weeks after ſhe was bled 


with a ſwelled jaw. 


And eight died that were not bled. 
So that one” hundred and eight that were 


8 bled were on the ſeventh of this preſent 


month alive and well, thoſe that died witli 
ſwelled necks, did not die in conſequence of 


a loſs of blood, but from the violence of the 


ſwelling &c. and it may be obſerved that 


none eſcaped, but thoſe ns WER blood 
was taken. 


Regarding the ons of chis diſeaſe, fo 
ef | 
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af them could be colleQed in the beginning, 
owing to the ſudden death of the cattle. One 
cow ſhewed a difficulty of breathing in the 
morning, only upon being ſtirred haſtily a- 
bout, ſhe appeared to be choaked, and the 
uſual methods were taken to unchoak her, 
which diſcovered an inflammatory ſwelling 
ia the upper part of the throat, and ſhe died in 
a few hours Thoſe I ſaw had an acute fever, 
| breathed and gulped with great difficulty, 4: 
their eyes were ſomewhat inflamed, : asd 
watery, they ſeemed willing to inſpire as 
much air as poſſible, appeared to be very ſull 
of pain, and had not power to covgh with 
freedom, but the ſwelling in the upper part : 
, of the throat, though it did not happen to all, 
vas eſteemed the characteriſtick of the com- 
plaint. All which accounts for the ſudden 
deaths juſt mentioned ; for in inflammations 
of the lungs, being: unable to couzh; is a cer- 
- tain ſign of the. 7 of the obſtruction. 
In the . ſubject, ſuffocation upon diſ-

Various have been the opinions abdut the 
__ cauſe of this malady, but the moſt prevalent 
is, that it was owing to infection, for upon 


| the ſwelling which happened to the wound 

4 appearing, it was imagined the beaſts were 
Wt _ inoculated. by the fleam. But though this is 
pioſſible, yet the wound had not the appear- 
„ ance of inoculation, for upon examining, I 
01108 found the ſwelling did not. begin in the "Tips 
„ of the wound, and that in many inſtances, it

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ſhorter time than inoculation could have taken 
ſuch effet. Very acrid juices will often cir 
culate long in the body, without inconveni- 
_ ence, provided they meet with no obſtructi- 
on, but upon this taking place, theiracrimony 
«Is increaſed by Ragnation, and by irritating 


and inflaming they often bring on a train of 
horrible conſequences. A man of a bad habit 


of body breaks his'ſkin, the wound feſters, 
. and ſometimes even. a mortification is the 


. conſequence. And juſt ſoI apprehend the 
ſwelling &c. might ariſe from bleeding theſe 
cattle. Their juices: were become acrid in 

the manner hereafter to be deſcribed, and 
ſtagnating at the wound, occaſioned a ſwell- 


ing, and a deter mination. of the diſeaſe to 


that part. 


But if che diſorder: Was s taken. by infection, a 
queſtion aroſe, in what manner did this hap- 
pen to the firſt. beaſts that fell? It was re- 
membered, that a dead cow was brought from 
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and upon inquiry it appeared, that ſhe died 
with a ſwelling in the upper part of her 
throat; but though ſhe had long lived 


among her companions, being an old dairy 
cow, ſhe infected none of them, for no one 
in the herd has been ailing ſince. Nor did 
it ſatisfactorily appear that her fleſh could 
affect the dairy cows at Caulk, which were 
the firſt that were ſeized, their paſture being 
along way from the kennel, without ſuppo- 
ſing that ſome of this fleſh was brought up 
to the dairy houſe, but upon ſt:1& inquiry, it 
did not appear to have happened, or that the 
cus were ever near any of it, wherefore the 
. whole about infection being ſpread this way, 
' amounted to nothing more than mere con-

The aiſeuſs which has been among the 

. 8 here, ſeems generally to attack the

1 cold weather came on. 


In a copvetagon'lawly with a yery ſenfibls. 
grazier upon this ſuhjc&, he informed me 
that he very well remembers:this. diſorder 
- appearing about forty years ago, at. Dalby in 
the further parts of Leiceſterſhire, being call- 
ed the Gangrenous Gulpy. Moſt, or all of the 
beaſts that were ſeized with it, dicd of ſwell- 
ed throats, with a difficulty cf breathing, hut 
the diſorder diſappeared in a ſhort time, with 
ä out extending into the neighbourhood. 


There are many other ſimilar accounts to 
be met with, ſhewing this to be a particular 
kind of dlſorder, happening probably from 

the habit of the cattle, and a particular ſtate 

of the air, & but as difterent- conſtitutions 
of ſeaſons, produce differences even in the 
ſame diſeaſe, ( witneſs the ſmall pox, ) we 


ſhall confine. ourſelves chiefly, to that rl 
mas 
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has lately preſented itfelf to our notice, which 


appears in the beginning to have occaſioned 


death by an inflammation in the lungs. 


It muſt be very evident from what has 


been aid; that both great iũflammation, and 


great acrimony were joined in this diſeaſe, 
owing probably to the cauſes aſſigned. Ne- 
vertheleſs, tho Ninſeys cow did not infe& her 


- companions, yet a diſeaſe thus brought on, 


may I think be propagated by infection, from 
one cow to another; and as all inflammato- 
ry fevers, ſooner or later if not removed, ar 
liable to become putrid, there cannot be any 
doubt, but the carcaſſes andſkins of theſe 
animals, affected in the manner deſcribed, 
would ſoon after death, be capable of ſpreãd- 
ing this, or bringing on a new complaint; bat 
which, or if either happened in thoſe ſaid to 
be infected this way, I know not, having 


ſeen no one that could inform me with cer- 


tainty. Many of the reports which have pre- 
* Land to be and others uncer- 
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win upon ſtrict i inquiry it does not appear, 

dae any animal except horned cattle, have 
een affected. Nor could we learn, whether 
this mode of infection took place at Caulk, 


though a few of the cattle in the beginning, 
were ſkinned and given to the dogs; but no 
ſooner did Neef of contagion take place, 
than thoſe that died were directly buried 
whole. | 


"There is a ſingular.circumſtance however in 


this complaint, which cannot paſs unnoticed, 


which is, that it confines itſelf nearly to the 


ſpot where it begins. We have already ſeen 
what my Leiceſterſhire friend ſaid upon this 
occaſion. It has not ſpread to any extent that 


Ihear of in Northamptonſhire. By letters be- 
fore me, I am informed it has lately appeared 


in diſtinct places in "Nottinghamſhire, the 


cattle had ſwelled necks, and died ſuffocated 
in a few hours, and yet the neighbourhood 
ſcarce knew at the time, that ſuch a diſeaſe

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near Southampton with agenfated circum- 


ſtances. in 1770, * and occaſioned great mor- 


1 tality, it did not ſpread itſelf beyond the Val- 


ley, which is about fourteen miles in length, 


and eight or ten in breadth. Nor has it been 
ex perienced at any great diſtance from where 
It began in this neighbourhood ; whence it 

ſeems evident, that if it at any time happens 


to return, a general alarm may be avoided, by 


proper caution, in preventing communication 


bet wixt the cattle that are diſeaſed and ſound. 


Nou regarding the cure, very little ſeems 


capable of being done except we can prevent 
the diſeaſe, for when it has made any con- 


ſiderable progreſs upon the lungs, it ſeems to 
be incurable, and the beſt way is to kill and 


bury the beaſts immediately, to avoid unto- 


ward conſequences, unleſs in an early ſtage,

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we firſt try what Jam:s's powder will do, 

which I am told has been ſerviceable in fimi- 
lar inſtances. * But ſurely, from the ſtopping 

of the diſcaſe after bleeding in the dairy cows, . 

we are authoriſed to recommend the ſame _ 
practice in future, before the ſymptons of in- 

fection appear. In another part of Mr. 

Os ross letter, * it appears that few remi- 
dies were uſed, except bleeding, which did 
ano ſervice in an advanced ſtage of the diſ- 

* eaſe, but on the contrary bleeding has been 
« practiſed on whole herds as a preventative, 

e and none have been ſeized ſince, and is 

it not reaſonable to ſuppoſe that by preventing 

inflammation we alſo prevent its immediate 
conſequences. It is true a Gangrenous in- 
flammation, may be ſaid to have a putrid 

tendency, or even to be a putrid diſeaſe, but 

there is not any thing which differs more, 

than the different kinds of putridity, all putrid 
diſeaſes are not attended with great debility, 
hp 


* There is a ſort ſold for cattle, 
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nor is the diſorder we are ſpeaking of the 
ſame as thoſe putrid or malignant fevers, in 


which bleeding and purging are found to be 
injurious, an account of which it would be 


ſuperfluous toenter into, as theſe diſorders, and 


all the doctrine * to them, are very 
well known. 


Seeing the diſorder was prevented from 
falling upon the lungs, by the irritation in a 
particular part, which happened in conſe- 
quence of bleeding, and the relief it afforded 
to ſome of the cattle ; is it not reaſonable to 
ſuppoſe, the practice of pegging, ſo frequent - 
ly recommended in ſimilar inſtances, may be 
| ſerviceable by way of prevention? I am aſ- 
ſured that many have been ſaved by this 
method, and haſtening a diſcharge of matter 
from the part, by proper dreſſings. In one 
account | havereceived, thechiefdependance 
was in buttoning in the dewlap with Helle- : 
| bore or Bearsfoot ; but theſe irritating ſub- 
ſtagces can only be ſafely applied, (if we 
> Warm may 
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may judge from the wound in bleeding, ) 


ſometime before any ſymptons of diſeaſe ap- 


pear, If remedies-of this kind are uſed on the 


approach of the diſeaſe, rowels or rather ſe- 
tons &c. ſeem preferable, and knowing what 
is to be expected. the danger may be provided 


againſt, by applying early, pledgets of digeſ- 


tive, and over them a ſoftening pultice with 


extract of lead Nor ſhould theſe drains be

- Befiduk theſe, as preventatives, Tar, Alfi 
ſcœtida, Sulphur, Camphor, either by them- 


ſelves or mixed together, have been rubbed 
vpon the noſes and rumps of the ſound cat- 
tle, but though the aſcertaining facts about 
the effects of ſuch means, is very difficult, 
yet they carry the appearace of being proper, 


and it is to be ſaid in their favor chat e 


can do no harm.

This is the 
Nate in which fomentations made of worm- 
wood, century, ſage, water and vinegar and 
the like, ſhould be uſed, and ſpirit of ſea ſalt 
diluted with water, (four or five parts of 
water to one of ſpirit ) at this time deſerves 
preference, being laid into the inciſions with 
lint, over theſe the ſtale beer poultice 

ſhould be applied till digeſtion. comes on, and 
then the common digeſtives may take place. 


But internal medicines in this ſituation muſt 


not be neglected. At firſt while the inflam- 


mation is conſiderable, the ſpirit of ſea ſalt 
alone, three drachms to a doſe, in a ſtrong 
decoction of rue and chamomile flowers, may 


be given every three or four hours, to which 


at the end of twelve hours or thereabouts, an 
dounce of bark may be added; and if the beaſts 
becomes coſtive, the bowels may be occaſi- 


cCnally opened, with four ounces of lenetive 
Acer, and an ounce of epſom ſalts in 
8 . gruel, 


* 
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gruel, repeated if neceſſary till it has the 
proper effect. Vinegar alſo in gruel has been 
found ſerviceable in ſimilar inſtances, and 
ale wort in a ſtate of fermentation ſeems 
to be a good remedy. 3 


But notwithſtanding bleeding and purging 
ſesm to have prevented death happening by 
ſuffocation, they are not to be depended on, 
as an abſolute cure, for we ſee one cow died 
three weeks after, and two more of thoſe 
' which apparently got well, above a month 
ago. are lately dead; owing either to a freſh 
ſcizuer, or whatIam-ratherinclinedto believe. 
to a ſharpneſs or a Gangrenous acrimony in 
the juices, becauſe I have known ſuch a diſ- 
poſi ion in the human ſubject, after lingering 
ſix weeks, ſc metimes-ſhew itſelf in a mortifi- 
cation of one part or other of the body, and 
proper correctives ſhould now therefore take 
place For which purpoſe, ſoon after bleeding. 
&c an ounce and half of ſalt petre, and a 
drachm and half Eil of vitriol, in a pint and 


* 
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half of water, given once aday has been found 
beneficial. Others. have great dependence on 
a.decoQion made, of three pints of water, one 
handful of burnt ſalt, one handful of rue, and 
two handful of wormwood, boiled to a quatt, 
to which an ounce of diapente may be added, 
as ſupporting the power of the nerves after 
four or five days ſhould he attended to. But 
when either of the above remedies have been 
given about a week, and there is. no reaſon. to 
_ apprehend danger from . inflammation, +the 
bark and ſpirit of ſalt once a day. and keeping 
the bowels open if neceſſary for eight orten 
days longer, ſhould have the preference, f 
we may be allowed to reaſon from analogy. 
The cattle may be kept up a few hours ina 
diy, and made to drink if poſſible, water or 
gtuel with verjuice or vinegar in it, and ihen 
to be turned out upon dry land. The practice 
long uſed of giving maſhes of malt, oats, &c. 
and of throwing before the cattle cabbage, 
turnips and carrots, ought to have preference 
4 believe to other food,

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RECAPITULATION. 


From the while 4 it appears, that the diſcaſe 


treated of, begins with an inflammation of 
the Mucous Membranes, lining the noſtrils,
